The guidance program at Get­ 
tysburg 
High School was out­ 
lined by the counsellor, Miss N. 
Louise Raber. to the Exchange 
Club at a meeting Tuesday eve­ 
ning at the Lamp Post Tea Room. 
Miss Ramer said that the pro­ 
gram provides six services: Group 
information, knowing ami under­ 
winding the individual, counsel­ 
ling. 
placement, 
follow-up 
and 
services to staff members. 
She reviewed the program which 
a student in the Gettysburg public 
schools must go through. Individ­ 
ual records are kept for the stu­ 
dent in the first six years, and 
then another file is started when 
he or she reaches Seventh Grade. 
At this .stage, she said, a student 
is given a personal interview and 
a questionnaire to fill out which 
has nearly IOO questions. All the 
answers are kept in strict con­ 
fidence. 
After this 
comes 
the

compact and concise. 
In the later years, she said, a 
broad ami comprehensive testing 
program 
is administered. 
"We 
give few aptitude tests because 
they usually are not too reliable. 
Other tests of importance to the 
student are tile college entrance 
examination board and the Bu­ 
reau 
of 
Employment 
Security 
tests The school is participating 
this year in the national testing 
program for Seniors.” 
In addition, she said the student 
is given complete eye. teeth and 
physical 
examinations 
several 
times during the course of the stu 
dent’s stay at school. 
School 
regulations 
call 
for 
one guidance counsellor for every 
250 students. At Gettysburg High 
School, she said, there is one 
counsellor for 670 students. This 
is the reason she gave as having 
very little time for followup work 
on the student after he or she 
leaves high school.
